LITTLE ROCK—Federal grants to- 


taling more than $230,000 for public 
assistance in Arkansas were released 
Friday and nearly $410,000 more will 
be released soon for the quarter be- 
ginning next Thursday, Miss Gussie 
Haynie, state commissioner of public 
welfare, said on her return from 
Washington Friday night. 


Social Security Board grants for aid 


to the indigent aged, the blind and 
dependent children in Arkansas have 
been withheld since February 8, pend- 
ing board approval of the welfare ad- 
ministrative program in Arkansas. 


Grants released Friday were to re- 


imburse the state for its funds ad- 
vanced while federal monies were 
held up during the period February 8- 
March 31. Miss Haynie rushed opera- 
ting plans for the state's new Depart- 
ment of Public .Welfare to Washing- 
ton for consideration by the board last 
week. 


Quarterly Release in Future. 


Acceptance of the plans means au- 


tomatic release of the allotments 
quarterly in the future.

blind. 


When the Social Security Board ap- 


proved operating plans for the Ar- 
kansas welfare set-up, drafted by Miss 
Haynie and the state Welfare Board, 
headed by Raymond Rebsamen of 
Little Rock, it also approved for pay- 
ment the estimate of needs for the 
next quarter, beginning next Thurs- 
day, Miss Haynie said. 


State Funds Matched 


The Security Board grants for pub- 


lic assistance arc used to match state 
funds for old ago pensions and aid to 
the blind, and partially to match/aid 
for dependent children and adminis- 
trative costs. 


Estimates for the next quarter, which 


have been applied for and approved, 
total ?408,525. To this the state will 
dud $526,500, making a total for, all 
purposes, relief and administration, of 
$1,002,000. 


Federal funds for the next quarter 


will be applied $385,500 for relief and 
$23,025 for administration. Of 
the 


total of federal and state funds, $912,000 
will be applied for relief purposes and 
$00,000 for administration.

There is no sure cure for this weed, 
which appears in the summer as a 
green grass and by fall turns brown. 
The only remedy is to keep it froni 
producing seed by frequent close cut- 
ting. Early in the summer watch for 
the luscious growth. It- always grows 
more rapidly than ordinary grass, and 


of their bodies by applying an oil 
emulsion made of any miscible oil 
mixed with water. 


Scale insects must be sprayed with 


Bordeaux strong solution before leaves 
appear, or with an oi^ emulsion later. 


Diseases, such as wilt, are hard to 


control. Buy seed of wilt resisting 
plants wherever possible, and when 
tiie disease is noticed in the garden, 
destroy that particular plant to keep 
it from spreading to others. 
• Do not depend entirely on the spray 
gun; learn to hand pick bugs off plants 
and encourage birds in your garden. 
They are your best insect destroyers.

OF Lou is,NAPOLEON 


"PRANCE'S "Second Republic" 


arose after the turmoil of 1848, 


nnd the ambitious Louis Napoleon 
Bonaparte, grandson of the great 
Napoleon, became president by an 
overwhelming majority. 
Imme- 


diately a new stamp was issued. 
The face of Louis Napoleon looked 
better to him than-did 
Ceres, goddess of agriculture, but 
the legend, "Republic Franc,'" in- 
scribed above his portrait, both- 
ered him. In the fall of 1852, he 
contrived to order a plebiscite on 
the return of trie empire, and 
again he won by a vast majority.
